'I Scope and Effect of 
Competition. 



GOVERNMENT FIGURES. 



Independent Systems Now 
Have 2,000,000 Subscribers 
and 5,000 Systems. 



The conservative capitalization of 
the independent telephone compa- 
nies of the United States is shown in 
Bulletin No. 17 on telephones and 
telegraphs, issued by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Labor for 
the year 1902. The statistics availa- 
ble are two years old, and during the 
past two years the Independents 
have made a wonderful increase in 
the number of exchanges, in tele- 
phone.instruments in use, and the 
number of miles of wire used for 
long distance work. In fact, during 
the past two years the Independents 
have forged ahead faster than the 
Bell, says "Telephone Development" 
of Boston, Mass. 

Following are extracts from Bulje- 
tin No. 17: 

The returns for the Americar 
Telephone and Telegraph Companj 
include the data for 4.5 licensee com- 
panies in whose financial transactions 
it has a material interest, in many 
cases owning a portion of the capital 
stock, sufficient to secure absolute 
control. 

The so-called Independent compa- 
nies include all systems and lines 
controlled by corporations, com] 
nies or individuals acting entirely 
independently of the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company. 

The Commercial systems control 
the large proportion of the wire and 
telephones operated by the Inde- 
pendent systems, and their develop- 
ment is the important feature in the 
growth of the independent move- 
ment. 

Table 34, showing the distribution 
of existing Independent commercial 
systems, according to the year in 
which established, indicates the rap- 
idity of the growth of this feature 
of telephony. 

The rapid increase in the number 
of Independent commercial systems 
dates naturally from 1893, when the 
Bell patents expired. During the 
nine years from 1894 to 1902 inclu- 
sive, there were 3,039 such systems 
establishel. 

The relative importance of the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company's systems and the Inde- 
pendent systems is indicated by the 
following:

In 1902. the Independent, Com- 
mercial and mutual systems report- 
ed 1,462,562 miles of wire and 998. 
119 telephones. In addition, tht 
Independant farmers' lines reported 
55,747 telephones, making a total of 
1,053,866 telephones as compared 
with 1,317,178 telephones operated 
by the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company and its licensees. 

The systems controlled by the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company operated 69.8 per cent, of 
the wire mileage and 56.9 per cent, 
of the telephones reported by all the 
systems. 

The Independent systems operated 
7,076 switchboards of all kinds, as 
compared with 3,820 operated by 
the Bell systems. 

The American Telephone and Tel- 
egraph Company reported a far 
greater number of pay stations than 
did the Independent systems, but 
the latter operattd nearly twice as 
many public exchanges as the form- 
er. 

Of the total number of public ex- 
changes or centra' offices, the Inde- 
pendent systems operated 6,608 or 
63.8 per cent, and the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company's 
systems 3,753 or 36.2 per cent. 

The Independent systems operated 
exchanges in all the States and Ter- 



ritories, with the exception of the 
District of Columbia and Utah, and 
the American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company's systems operated 
exchanges in all except Indian Ter- 
ritory.

The manual switchboard, which is 
Jn more common use, is operated by 
the ham! t the operator, who con- 
nects the lines of two subscribers at 
the central office by means of a pair 
if flexible insulated wires or cords 
m accoi-flar.ee with the oral request 
of one of Hie subscribers. There 
are two kinds of manual boards: 
, The Conimon-Battery or Central- 
Energy board, and the Magneto 
board. 

The automatic switchboard is one 
operate' i by the subscriber who, by 
using a device attached to the tele- 
phone, makes connection with the 
line of the person with whom he de- 
sires to converse, without the inter- 
vention of an operator at central. 

While there has been a wide ex 
tension of the telephone service in 
the rural districts, the industry na- 
turally shows the greatest develop- 
ment in the states having the great- 
est population and is carried to the 
highest point in the large cities. Of 
the 1,051 incorporated places in the 
United States having a population 
of 4,000 or over 1,002 are provided 
with telephone facilities In 137 of 
these places, there is located only a 
telephone exchange controlled by a 
company operating independently 
of the American Telephone and Tel- 
graph Company In 414, there is 
located only an exchange controlled 
by that company; and in 451, there 
are exchanges controlled by both 
classes of companies. 

Few industries have undergone a 
more violent transition from a cen- 
tralized control of production so un- 
limited manufacture of apparatus 
than telephony, and the period of 
greatest activity began with the 
census year 1900. Having, after 
tremendously expensive litigation, 
established the supremacy of its pat- 
ents, the Bell telephone system en- 
joyed for some years undisturbed 
possession of the field, but the mo- 
ment these patents could be assumed 
to lapse, competition broke in from 
every quarter, with the result that 
the industry has of late undergone 
an extraordinary development, 
doubling its figures from year to 
year, and witnessing a thorough 
revolution in methods, apparatus, 
and rates. 

Beginning about 1SD4-1895. "Inde- 
pendent telephone exchanges sprang 
up like mushrooms all over the 
country; but more particularly in 
Middle and Northwestern States, 
and by 1900-1901 they had attained 
a total of about 2,750 exchanges, 
with 700,000 subscribers and an in- 
vestment of $150,000,000, apparatus 
being furnished by at least three- 
score manu.acturers."

There will be general regret 
among our people to learn that the 
Hopkinsville Water Co., in order to 
avoid litigation, has decided to re- 
duce the size of its lake. It now 
owns 75 acres of land adjoining a 
track of 32 belonging to Mr. Lee 
In a conversation with Mr. 
Thomas W. Morris, the manager, 
terday, he said that they had de- 
cided not to have Mr. Ellis' land 
condemned. Should they do this, 
the case would be appealed from 
one court to another, which would 
greatly delay the prosecution of 
their work. When they bought 
their land, Mr. Morris says that they 
were rather encouraged by Mr. El- 
lis to secure the property for the in- 
tended purpose, and he assured them 
that they would have no trouble in 
making a deal for his few acre3. 
Since then Mr. Ellis has refused to 
transfer his land for any considera- 
tion, his reason being that he believes 
his property contains valuable min- 
eral properties. He has been pros- 
pecting for some time. Mr. Ellis 
might have accepted $5,000 for his 
32 acres. The company paid $27 per 
acre for their track and Mr. Ellis $30 
for his. 

Mr. James H. Wilkerson, of 
ling Green, the company's civil en- 
gineer, spent several days in this 
city this week, consulting with the 
stockholders and officers, and nego- 
tiations for the Ellis property have 
come to a final end.
